Prof. Droppers, United States Am- 
bassador to Greece, recently referred to 
the inexcusable indifference on the part 
of American students to a thorough 
knowledge of foreign languages and 
particularly French . and German. 

‘The college and the teaching staff 
are not in most instances to blame,*’ he 
said. ‘The fault is due largely to a 
perverted and, one may add, provincial 
public opinion among the body of Am- 
erican students. 

“A foreign language adequately mas- 
tered doubles one’s capacity for useful- 
ness in innumerable relations of life. In 
Greece educated young men of twenty 
and twenty-one fluently speak French, 
German or English, besides their native 
language and. sometimes all three. Why 
should not all American students 
learn at least one foreign language, if, 
not thoroughly, at least sufficiently for 
French still rc-
